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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, it is unclear how a sheet "which can be readily 
mounted in an OLED device manufacturing process" differs from any other sheet to 
which the process steps have been perfomried. For the purposes of examination, this 
requires the sheet to be made of materials which have been used as donor sheets 
previously, such as plastic or metal. This does not require the sheet to be intended to 
be used in an OLED process, but simply capable of being used in such a process. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this titie, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time ttie 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ili in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by tiie manner in which Uie invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Graff(U.S. Patent 3,074,832) in view of Bach et al.(U.S. Patent 2,556,787). 
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Graff discloses a frame liaving polyester on one side.(Col. 2, II. 46-48; Figure 1b) 
While the reference does not disclose the specific steps of formation, it does indicate 
the sheet is applied to the frame.(Col. 1 , II. 43-45) Bach et al. discloses how to apply a 
web to a substrate by notching the corners and folding the edges over the edges of the 
substrate.(Figure 2) It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to fomi the product of Graff by notching the corners of the 
film and then folding the edges over the frame since this is an obvious way to do show 
as shown for example by Bach et al.(Figure 2) And since providing the notches would 
prevent excess material in the comers as is well-known in general in the folding arts. It 
is noted that claim one is not considered to exclude the use of a frame. 

Regarding claims 2 and 4, while Graff does not explicitly state the folded portions 
are bonded to the main portion of the sheet, the reference does indicate the sheet is 
under tension and that it is incompletely cured before application of the sheet to the 
frame, and then completely cured(Col. 1 , II. 43-47). This, in combination with Figure lb, 
which shows the folded portion and the main sheet with the same shading and no line 
between them, suggests that the curing process thenmally bonds the folded portion and 
the sheet together.
